SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Thursday, February 06, 2014 at approximately 1550 hours, my partner 
(Officer Trujillo #139) and | (Officer Ramirez #136) were working as contracted, 
uniformed security officers for the Hollywood Business Improvement District 
(H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 
90028 (323) 465-0122. We were assigned to vehicle #1. My partner was 
driving and | was the passenger. 


INVESTIGATION: 


While traveling eastbound in the # 2 lane of Hollywood Boulevard, we observed 
the above listed subject exit the Roosevelt Hotel (7000 Hollywood Boulevard) 
holding a clear glass that was approximately % full of a yellowish liquid with a 
layer of white foam on top. 

(The subject was later identified as Simco, Dino Van D.O.B. 10/15/66 by his 
California identification card # F3313196). 


Simco was holding the glass in his right hand and proceeded walking eastbound 
toward Orange Drive. Believing that the liquid substance was “beer,” we 
stopped directly ahead of Simco and observed him raise the glass to his lips 
and take a long drink. 


My partner and | exited our vehicle to investigate further. As | neared Simco, | 
made “eye contact” with him. Simco immediately placed the glass inside his 
coat as though trying to conceal it from my view. The pedestrian light for 
North/South Orange Drive at Hollywood Boulevard turned green and Simco 
walked across Hollywood Boulevard (North). 


As | walked alongside of Simco, he made the spontaneous unsolicited 
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statement of “I’m busted, | knew | should have drank my beer inside the 
Roosevelt hotel. | knew | should have stayed inside the bar.” 


As we reached the north side of Hollywood Boulevard (Madame Tussauds Court 
yard), my partner and | made contact with Simco. | asked Simco what was he 
drinking? And he replied “beer.” | asked him to hand me the glass in which he 
did. Upon smelling the yellowish liquid substance, it smelled similar like beer. 
Furthermore, as Simco spoke, | immediately smelled the strong odor of an 
unknown type of alcoholic beverage emitting from his breath/person. 


ARREST: 


We advised Simco that we were placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, as 
per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / see 
attached for) for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking in public). 
Simco was then handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for his safety and 
comfort). My partner and | escorted Simco to the patrol car and sat him in the 
left rear passenger seat and his seatbelt was adjusted accordingly. 


ADDITIONAL: 
Simco has no prior contacts/arrest by H.B.1.D. 


Simco stated that he purchased the beer at the Roosevelt Hotel bar (7000 
Hollywood Boulevard). 


CITE and RELEASE: 


Simco was subsequently transported to the H.B.I.D. office. Officer Gonzalez # 
40901 (LAPD/Hollywood station) met us at the office and confirmed Simco’s 
identification, via C.L.E.T.S. (California Law Enforcement Telecommunication). 
Simco was issued a release from custody citation (RFC# BO9071) for the listed 
violation and was ordered to appear at the Metropolitan Court House, 1945 
South Hill Street, Los Angeles, 90007, on 04/03/2014, at 0830 Hours with the 
approval of the Watch Commander Sergeant Slater. 


EVIDENCE: 


The beer was disposed by me and the glass subsequently returned to the 
Roosevelt Hotel bar.
